FRANCE ISSUES NEW SILVER ( GINS. 

The Paris Herald of March 25 contained the following news of the new 
French coins: 

“The new 10 and 20 franc silver coins are to be put into circulation by 
the Bank of France Monday, and domestic menders will no longer need an 
extra supply of courtplaster with which to keep valid tattered banknotes. 
The ten-franc pieces are about the size of a two-franc coin, and the twenty 
like the pre-war five-franc piece. The mint is prepared to strike a new 
nickel five-franc piece as soon as engravers can decide on the diameter. 

“The obverse bears the familiar profile of Marianne in Phrygian bonnet 
and a laurel wreath. On the reverse from top to bottom is the amount, year, 
and legend, “Liberte, Egalite, Fraternite.” This is flanked by clusters of 
wheat. 

“The bank has 1,500,000,000 francs in the new coins and intends to in- 
crease the minting to 2,200,000,000. 

“Banknotes of ten francs no longer will be legal tender at the end of the 
year, but the bank will continue to receive them.” 

Writing from Nice, France, on March 26, Eric Leavens (A. N. A. 4064), 
whose home is in Red Bank, N. J , but who is now traveling in Europe, says: 

It will be a great relief to have these new coins, as the present five and 
ten franc notes are a great nuisance. They are printed on very frail paper 
and are continually tearing. The five-franc notes measure 4% by 3 inch- 
es^and are printed in lavender. The ten-franc notes measure 5 7/16 by 

3 7/16 inches and are blue. From the ten-franc there is a big jump to the 

fifty-franc, which, by the way, is larger than the 100-franc, which measures 
7 by 4% inches. The 1000-franc notes are veritable displomas, measuring 

9 by 4 % inches. As every note is of different size the inconvenience is 

great. Although the new coins have just been issued, the ten-franc pieces 
are dated 1930 and the twenty francs are dated 19 29. Delay means nothing 
in Europe. 

“A quaint custom in French banking is a law which requires all dates on 
checks to be written out, viz., “March seventh.” If written “March 7th” a 
tax of four francs must be paid, not by the maker of the check, but by the 
payee.

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Coins of the Tartars and Mongols 

By JOHN G. WATSON. 

(Paper read at the Annual Convention of the American Numismatic Association, 
Los Angeles, Cal., August 20 to 26, 1932.) 

Before dealing with the coinage of the Tartars and Mongols I should like 
to say a few words about the Western Hsia dynasty. This is classed gener- 
ally by numismatists among the Tartar dynasties. Their territory was called 
the Tangut country and was quite an independent State in the northwest of 
China. The tribes comprising them were chiefly allied to the Thibetans and 
were called Tangut by the Mongols. 

The State was originally founded in A. D. 100 4 and had a long list of 
emperors — ten, to be exact — and maintained its independence for over 200 
years, when it was Anally destroyed by Gengis Khan in 122 6. The dynasty 
was called the Hsi Hsia (Western Hsia), and after its conquest by the Mon- 
gols was divided into districts collectively called Kansu, a name it retains 
to this day, and is one of the eighteen States of China proper, while the 
boundaries are practically the same as the old Tangut territories. They had 
a language and writing of their own, and in Chinese dictionaries it is called 
an “unknown language” (Ramsden). 

Coins of some of the emperors were in Tangut script, but up to the present 
very little is known of the language, hence they have not been placed. The 
coin shown in Fig. 1, of the Emperor Jen Tsung, A. D. 1140-1 193, of this 
dynasty, is in Chinese characters and reads in the old way, top, right, bot- 
tom, left, “T’ien Sheng Yuan Pao” (Original Currency of the Heavenly, 
Flourishing Period). Coinage in brass of this period is scarce, while those 
of iron are less so. 

About the same time the Nu-Chen Tartars were reigning in the northern 
part of China as the Chin dynasty, (A. D. 11 15-1260). From A. D. 1135 
they were constantly harassed by the Mongols, who Anally subdued them 
as they had done to the Tanguts. 

Coins of the Chin dynasty are rather scarce, as for several years none 
were issued, use being made of those of the Sung and Liao dynasties. Not 
only so, but only three of the nine emperors issued coins. The first to cause 
money to be cast was Wan-Yen Liang, A. D. 1149-61, a specimen of which 
is illustrated by Fig. 2, and reads, top, right, bottom, left, “Cheng Lung 
Yuan Pao” (Currency of the Period of Justice and Abundance.) The re- 
verse is plain. 

The Emperor Shih Tsung (A. D. 1161-89) followed and issued a larger 
supply of coins, mints being established in Chihli province and other places. 
His money is shown by Fig. 3, and the four characters are read, top, bottom, 
right, left, “Ta Ting T’ung Pao” (Currency of the Period of Great Tran- 
quility. ) Reverse, plain. 

Chang Tsung (A. D. 1190-1208) was next, and his coins were larger in 
size than those of the previous reign and written in seal script. They are 
not illustrated here. 

The Mongols (Yuan Dynasty, A. D. 1280-1368) originated in the moun- 
tainous regions which are now part of Siberia. Mongol, by the way, means 
“brave man. ’’ Gengis Khan, who it will be remembered, was of that race, 
took his hordes of fierce riders and swept China; not only so, but they got 
so far as Asia Minor and later on dealt death and destruction in Russia and 
Eastern Europe. Gengis Khan was the grandfather of the famous Kublai 
Khan, the founder of the Yuan Dynasty. History here records a curious 
custom of the Mongols. It appears that Kublai’s brother, Mangu, died in 
1259 in Ssu-Ch’uan, and his body was taken to Karakoram, the capital of 
Mongolia, and, according to Mongol custom, every living being met with on 
the way was slaughtered! 

Kublai Khan, or Shih Tsu, to give him his dynastic title, was now Em- 
peror of all China, but not content with this he brought the Coreans to 
acknowledge his authority and even sent to Japan demanding her also to 
submit to him. She refused, and history tells us he sent a fleet of 900 
vessels with 250,000 Tartar and 15,000 Corean troops to subdue them, but 
they were repulsed by the Japanese and nature completed the disaster, as 
they were all destroyed by a terrible typhoon. He was responsible for the 
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construction of the Grand Canal, 1,000 miles long, which connects Hang 
Chow and Tien Tsin. He also planned and built the city of Pekin, which 
became his capital and remained the capital city of China until recent years, 
with the exception of about 50 years during the sway of the Ming dynasty. 
It was during his reign that the Polo brothers came from Venice with a 
young son called Marco and arrived in Pekin in 1271. Kublai was so 
pleased with the boy that he kept him, and he actually resided in China for 



17 years, eventually becoming a Chinese mandarin. Later, in 1298, the 
same Marco was fighting in a Genoese vessel, was captured by the enemy 
and taken into captivity, and it was while a captive that he composed his 
famous book, “Marco Polo’s Travels,’’ which made known to the world 
many facts regarding China hitherto unknown. It is also to be noted that 
during this time (about 1293) the first missionary from the West appeared 
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at Pekin and was received by the “Emperor of All the Chinas” before he 
died. He was then 80 years old. 

Unfortunately, there is no record of the existence of coins issued by this 
ruler, but here is an extract from Schjoth’s “Currency of the Far East,” 
which explains the scarcity of the metal currency: “To a query by the Em- 
peror Shih Kublai Khan regarding the currency, his trusted counsellor, Liu 
Ping-Chung, gave the following reply: ‘The use of cash is like Yang (the 
positive principle), and the use of notes is like Yin (the negative principle). 
The Emperor of China is the abode of the brightness of Yang, the desert of 
Gobi is the boundary of the darkness of Yin. Now, your Majesty, dragon- 
like, has risen in the northern desert, and descended as the ruler of China. 
The paper currency should be used and your descendants will guard it (the 
empire). Using cash in all within the four seas there will be unrest, and 
they will eventually have to be withdrawn.’ The Emperor Wu Tsung (see 
Fig. 4) used cash extensively, but eventually they were withdrawn. It is 
said that Liu was imbued with the ideas of Buddhism and Taoism, so his 
counsels were not sincere or sound The above explains the paucity of cop- 
per currency during the Mongol dynasty.” 

The next Emperor Ch’Eng Tsung (1 295-1308) was a grandson of Kublai. 
There is a coin shown in numismatic books of this ruler, but it is somewhat 
doubtful and is not illustrated here. 

Wu Tsung followed (1308-1312 ) and during his reign mints were estab- 
lished in Shantung and several other provinces in China. A great quantity 
of coins was cast, one of which is shown by Fig. 4. This is in ordinary 
Chinese characters and reads top, bottom, right, left, “Chih Ta T’ung Pao 
(Currency of the Chi Ta (Extremely Great) Period.” Reverse, plain. 

Another coin issued by this Emperor, actually in A. D. 1310, is much 
larger and the inscription is in Mongolian script (see Fig. 5). It is said 
that a mint was established for the sole purpose of casting this piece, and 
its value was to be ten of the afore-mentioned coin. The inscription rend- 
ered into Chinese would read, top, bottom, right, left: Ta Yuan T’ung Pao 
(Currency of the Great Yuan (Dynasty). 

The next Emperor, Jen Tsung (1312-132 0) started by abolishing the 
mints his predecessor had founded! Certain coins are attributed to this 
reign, but there is no official record of any being cast. 

Of the rulers following the above, Ying Tsung (1321-24), Tai Ting Ti 
(1324-29), Ming Tsung ( 1329-30), Wen Tsung (1330-33), there are no coins 
mentioned and much use was evidently made of paper money. Undoubtedly 
the whole system of currency was in a chaotic state while the Mongols domi- 
nated. I have read somewhere that it took $15,000 to buy a cake of rice! 

The last Emperor of the dynasty. Shun Ti (1333-1368 ), apparently made 
a supreme effort to restore the metal currency, as we find a great issue of 
nqw coins. Fig. 6 represents one of his pieces. It is in ordinary Chinese 
characters and reads, top, bottom, right, left: “Chih Cheng T’ung Pao” 
(Currency of the Chih Cheng (Extremely Exact) Period.) The reverse has 
the value 2 (cash), in both Chinese and Mongolian script. Others have the 
year of issue in Mongolian, while others again have the value of 3 (cash) 
and 10 (cash) in Chinese and Mongolian and are correspondingly larger. 

I will conclude with a few notes from Mr. Soothill’s “History of China”: 

“The Mongol conquest, so far as China is concerned, is notable for its 
difficult and prolonged character. Both Chinese armies and Chins offered 
a brave resistance to the mighty foe. . . . During this period traders or mis- 
sionaries found their way to China. . . . John of Monte Corvino became the 
Apostle to the Mongols, arr'v ng in Pekin in 1292 or 1293. . . . The chief 
effect of the Mongol conquest in China was the reunification of the empire, 
the order it produced, the reasonably good government that for a time it 
gave, the extension of its territory and, indeed, the practical creation of 
China of the past 650 years. The demands of the Tartars for entertainment 
in lieu of fighting led to the development of the drama and fiction. China’s 
greatest historical romance was written during this period. Music also 
underwent considerable change, and generally the stimulus of other forms 
of civilization was felt, though it is uncertain to what extent they infiuenced 
the people. , So far as the West is concerned, the matter of greatest moment 
w^is the knowledge of China, which was conveyed to Europe, a knowledge 
which stimulated Columbus and other discoverers to seek a way to the East.’"

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Pattern Coins With Bust of Washington 

By EDGAR H. ADAMS, Bayville, N. Y. 

The Washington commemorative quarter dollar is the first official coin to 
bear the bust of Washington, although there have been unofficial pieces is- 
sued at the mint and outside the mint since 1783, as pattern pieces, of the de- 
nominations of half dollar, five cents and cent. A coinage bill was presented 
to the Senate at the opening of the regular mint in 179 2 which provided that 
“upon one side of each of said coins there shall be an impression or repre- 
sentation of the head of the President of the United States for the time be- 
ing, with the inscription which shall express the initial or first letter of the 
Christian or first name, and his surname at length, the succession of the

Presidency numerically and the year of the coinage; the reverse of the gold 
and silver coins to bear the figure or representation of an eagle with the 
inscription “United States of America,” and the reverse of the copper coins, 
an inscription expressing the denomination.” The House of Representatives 
struck out the words referring to the head of the President and declared 
that “upon one side of each of the said coins there shall be an impression 
emblematic of liberty, with an inscription of the word “Liberty.” This 
amended bill became a law on April 2, 179 2. 

Notwithstanding the refusal of Congress to authorize the issue of a coin 
bearing Washington’s bust, there are quite a number of specimens in exist- 
ence, in silver and copper, known to coin collectors as “Washington half

dollars,” of designs in general conforming to this first bill, one of which is 
described by W. S. Baker in his authoritative work, “Medallic Portraits of 
Washington.” This piece shows Washington’s bust in uniform on the ob- 
verse, facing to the left, the inscription around the border, “Washington, 
President 1792.” The reverse shows an eagle, on his breast a shield, hold- 
ing an olive branch in his right talon and a bundle of thirteen arrows in his 
left. In the beak is a ribbon, inscribed “E Pluribus Unum,” and above the 
head thirteen six-pointed stars. In the edge are the letters “United States 
of America.” The diameter of this piece is about the same as the present 
half dollar. It is of the highest rarity, especially one piece which was struck 
in gold, while there are only four specimens struck in silver. 

Another specimen of this “half dollar,” the dies of which were cut by a 
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well-known engraver of Lancaster, Pa., by the name of Peter Getz, shows 
the bust of Washington facing left, in uniform, around the border being 
inscribed “G. Washington, President I. 179 2.” The reverse of this piece is 
of entirely different design from the first-mentioned half dollar, showing a 
different form of eagle and shield, with “United States of America” around 
the border. Across the reverse of this piece is a chisel mark, showing dis- 
approval by the mint authorities, and only one specimen is known of this 
variety, which was struck in silver, and was disposed of at an auction in 
New York a good many years ago at the dispersal of a well-known collec- 
tion. It was rated as unique by Baker, and, so far as known, an additional 
specimen has never been found. It brought $17 5 at the sale. 

A third specimen of the half dollar, also engraved by Peter Getz, bore 
the same obverse as the first mentioned of these pieces, but the reverse was 
entirely different in design from either of the foregoing. It showed a large 
eagle with upraised wings, holding a large olive branch in the right talon 
and a bundle of six arrows in the left. Above the head of the eagle were 
fifteen large stars, and around the border “United States of America.” This 
piece was struck in silver only, so far as the records show, and is of great 
rarity, not more than five specimens having been located. A specimen 
brought $105 at a sale in New York City some years ago. Both of the Getz 
pieces are slightly larger in diameter than the one struck in gold. 

In 1863, when the first two-cent piece was authorized, there were two 
two-cent pattern coins struck at the mint, both bearing the bust of Wash- 
ington. The first of these showed an undraped bust facing to the right, a 
star on each side, below the date, “1863,” while around the border was in- 
scribed “God and Our Country.” The reverse showed the denomination of

“2 CENTS” in the center of the field, surrounded by a wreath of wheat, tied 
by a band, and around the border “United States of America.” This piece 
was struck in nickel, copper, and aluminum, the latter metal just coming to 
the attention of the mint authorities about that period. The second speci- 
men of two-cent piece was of nearly the same design as the first, with trifling 
differences, and was struck only in copper and aluminum. 

Of the pattern flve-cent nickel pieces bearing Washington’s portrait there 
were at least eight different designs. The two-cent piece did not regularly 
appear until 1864, and many pattern designs were produced at the mint 
which to-day are much prized by collectors. The first of the flve-cent pattern 
pieces to bear the bust of Washington appeared in 1866, showing an un- 
draped bust facing the right, with the date, 1866, below. Around the 
border was the motto “In God We Trust.” The reverse of this piece was 
the^ same as the first five-ccnt nickel issued, showing an Arabic figure 
“5” surrounded by thirteen stars, this design being used oh the first flve- 
cent piece of 1865 that was regularly issued. The second Washington flve- 
cent piece has the same obverse as the foregoing, but the reverse has the 
same design as adopted in 1866, showing rays between the stars that sur- 
round the central figure. This piece and the first-mentioned were struck in 
“nickel,” which actually was a composition of copper and nickel, and not 
pure nickel. 

Still a third variety of the Washington flve-cent piece bore the same ob- 
verse as the two pieces just described, but the reverse showed an original 
design of a large Arabic “5” inclosed in a wreath, with “United States of 
America” around the border. 

A fourth variety of the same series showed Washington’s head to the 
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right, and around the border “United States of America, 1866.” The re- 
verse showed “5 CENTS” in two lines inclosed by a wreath, with the motto 
“In God We Trust” above. This piece was struck in nickel and copper. 
Still another variety showed the bust to the right, with the motto “God and 
Our Country” around the border, and the date, “1866,” below. This variety 
was struck in nickel, copper, and bronze. 

Another attempt to provide regular coins with the bust of Washington 
was in 19 09, when seven different designs were engraved at the mint. The 
first of these showed Washington facing to the right, above the word “LIB- 
ERTY,” while in front and back of the bust were thirteen stars. Below 
was the date, “1909.” The reverse showed a large figure “5” with “Cents” 
below, inclosed by a wreath, and around the border, at the top, “United 
States of America,” below being the motto, “In God We Trust” in very small 
letters. 

In 1910 once more the mint engravers turned out a pattern for a Wash- 
ington five-cent piece, which bore the bust of Washington facing to the left, 
with the word “Liberty” to the left of the border and date, “1910” back of 
the head. The reverse showed a large double-lined figure “5,,” with the 
word “Cents” across , enclosed partly by a wreath. Around the border at 
the top was “United States of America,” and directly below “E Pluribus 
Unum,” while around the border at the bottom was the motto “In God We 
Trust.” This piece was struck in nickel. 


Papal Coins 

By JAMES KORB. 

(Read at a meeting of the Syracuse Numismatic Association, March 14, 1933.) 

Twelve centuries have passed since the first Papal coin was minted, and 
I am happy to say they are still being minted, due to the Lateran Treaty 
of 19 29. This extensive series is popular with many collectors and most 
important collections contain at least a few pieces. 

Adrian I issued the first authorized coins, for he was granted that power 
by Charlemagne, but two other popes, Gregory III and St. Zachary, had 
minted coins before that because of the shortage of money in the vicinity of 
Rome. For the first two hundred years coins bore the effigy of the Pope and 
Holy Roman Emperor. For about two hundred years more they were coined 
in the name of the Pope and Roman Senate. When a line of French Popes 
came into power and removed the Holy See to Avignon, for seventy years 
there were issues of coins for both places. During the Great Schism both 
Pope and Anti-Pope issued coins. 

It took the Council of Constance two and a half years to decide upon a 
suitable Pontiff, so then were struck the first issue of Sede Vacante coins. 

Four revolutions cut into the issuance of Papal coins. First, in 1540, 
during the Sack of Rome by the troops of Charles V ; coins of necessity 
were struck in the Castle of St. Angelo. In 1798 to 1799 a Roman Republic 
was in operation in the Papal Slates and it issued its own money. The 
revolution had been caused by existing conditions, including the issuance 
of paper money because of the scarcity of gold and silver. Late in the year 
179 9 the Papal rule was reestablished by Ferdinand, King of the Two Sici- 
lies Only one denomination of coins, the madonnina of 1799, appeared 
when the Pope died. The Sede Vacante coins were issued by Ferdinand 
along with several pieces commemorating the burning of Ronciglione. An- 
other revolution broke out in 1848, driving Pius IX to Gaeta, where he 
issued necessity pieces. The Roman Republic of 1849 issued its pieces, but 
was short lived, due to French intervention. One of the causes of the 
revolution was the shortage of money, resulting in the issuance of paper 
currency. French troops remained in Rome until the Franco-Prussian War 
of 187 0 called them home. Then the Italians took possession after breach- 
ing the Porta Pia. The Popes were voluntary prisoners in the Vatican until 
1929. Leo XHI and Pius X, at least, issued pattern pieces. The present 
Pontiff has put out a very attractive set of coins which rival the finest pieces 
of the Renaissance period. 
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The Silver Star Decoration 

Another new United States War Department decoration has come into 
being, to be awarded to those persons now authorized to wear citation 
stars. This decoration was mentioned by me on pages 18 and 19 of the 
January, 1933, issue of The Numismatist. 

Citation stars were authorized to be worn by those officers and enlisted 
men who were cited for gallantry in action and whose citation was pub- 
lished in orders issued from the headquarters of a United States force com- 
manded by, or which was the appropriate command of, a general officer, or 
issued by the War Department. Citation Stars in the past, therefore, have 
been worn on the World War Service Medal or Victory Medal. 



The new decoration shows a silver star surrounded by a wreath superim- 
posed on a larger star and suspended by a ribbon white in background 
with a central red stripe, two blue stripes and blue edges. In case an indi- 
vidual was cited for more than one act of gallantry, an oak leaf cluster 
will be provided for the ribbon. An individual who was cited in more than 
one order for the same act of gallantry receives only one Silver Star, and 
the decoration is not awarded for regimental citations, meritorious services 
or conduct not performed in action against an enemy. It is not awarded 
posthumously, nor is it awarded for citations accompanying other decora- 
tions, as, for example, the Medal of Honor or the Distinguished Service 
Cross. The citation of a military unit does not entitle the individual mem- 
bers of the unit to a Silver Star Decoration.

GENUINE VS. NON-GENUINE. 

By KENNETH W. LEE, Glendale, Cal. 

In order that you may understand why the small issues of privately mint- 
ed gold coins contained a pure quality of gold and fairly good weight, let 
me remind you that up to the time of Marshall’s discovery of gold at Sut- 
ter’s Mill in 1848 it is estimated that there had been produced less than 
$12,000,000 in gold in the United States during its history. In the five 
years following Marshall’s discovery it is estimated that there was mined 
in California alone about $258,000,000. The peak of the production of 
gold during this period was reached in the years 1851, 1852 and 1853. It 
was also during this period that the issuing of the smaller pieces began. 
The production of gold during those three years alone was approximately 
$200,000,000. Consequently, there was a large amount on hand which was 
being shipped out with more or less difficulty. 

The issuing of the larger denominations had begun in 1849. This with- 
out the consent of the Government, but permitted to continue (part of the 
time under the supervision of a Government assayer) because of the vital 
need of the medium of exchange and also because the makers were using 
an almost pure quality of gold and putting in practically full value in each 
coin. 

So it is easy to understand that when the idea was conceived to issue coins 
of smaller denominations (and the production of gold being so great) the 
logical thing was to follow in a reasonable way the practice used in issuing 
the larger denominations and to pattern them as near as possible in good 
quality and fair weight. This practice, once established, was generally 
followed throughout the years of issue and very little attempt seems to have 
been made to change the quality and style, but there was naturally some 
variations in weight, as different parties were making them. 

However, after the Government had put a stop to the issuing of coins by 
private parties, it would appear that some pieces were minted and dated back 
prior to the Government restriction. These were generally of good gold, 
but, from the color of the metal and the general style of engraving, are 
fairly easy to detect if placed beside a number of the regular pieces. 

In April, 19 24, Henry Chapman sold the Nygren collection, which con- 
tained a quantity of pieces evidently of this class, which were referred to as 
the “Kroll hoard.” Commenting on these pieces in his catalog, Mr. Chap- 
man said that Mr. Nygren had left no record of where he had procured 
them, and they appeared to be from dies hitherto unknown. Mr. (Ihapman 
believed them to have been issued subsequent to the years dated. There 
were about a thousand pieces, which were dated 1854, 1855, 1857, 1858 and 
1863. They were all sold ‘‘as they were,” which would mean that they were 
not guaranteed to have been issued on the dates named. The color of the 
gold and general style of engraving on all I have seen of these Kroll hoard 
pieces differs from any of the regular issues. 

Finally, on practically all of the genuine pieces there is the word DOL- 
LAR, or an abbreviation, such as DOL, HALF D, HALF DOL, etc. 

I have a number of the doubtful and souvenir specimens listed in the 
appendix of my book, some of which you will find on exhibit tonight, along 
with various pieces of the genuine and regular issues. I think that if you 
will look closely you can see that in comparing the quality, color and work- 
manship of the genuine and doubtful pieces the differences will be easily 
detected and the genuine pieces can be picked out without much difficulty. 

The ordinary souvenir pieces are, of course, much easier to detect than 
are those of good gold and workmanship.

The Lewisburg Grain Elevators Scrip 

By WALDO C. MOORE. 

During the current depression there has been considerable genuine barter- 
ing. Many communities have sought to encourage the practice by the estab- 
lishment of local barter exchanges. It is quite evident that exchanges of 
goods or labor cannot be effected immediately and there must be some means 
of carrying over the credit between sale and purchase Hence arises the 
issue of exchange credit or barter certificates, scrip, or the same thing under 
other names. 
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A note of optimism mingled with a sense of duty to provide a purchasing 
power for employes marked the reaction to the bank holiday throughout the 
whole country among businesses and industries. Where cash for payrolls 
was lacking, a private issue of scrip — a sort of “I O U” — has been resorted 
to in an effort to tide the workers over the emergency. 

Undoubtedly the various trade certificate and scrip money schemes have 
developed a certain amount of business of the communities by enabling citi- 
zens to make purchases which otherwise would have been most difficult, if 
not impossible. However, viewed as money, the strange scrip now being 
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used as substitute or make-believe money, as a means to barter, in many 
communities is a magnificent testimonial to the courage, imagination and 
resourcefulness of the American people. 

The Lewisburg (Ohio) Grain Elevators have essayed to do their bit toward 
stimulating local business by supplying scrip. The issue comes in a unique 
bronze, in denominations of 25, 50 and 75 cents, also $1, $2.50 and $5, each 
portraying a different Lincoln and dated February 27, 1933. The issue is 
limited and no other issues are contemplated, so states the manager. Upon 
redemption mutilation is ordered. 

The body of the certificate, aside from the denomination, reads as follows: 

“This certifies that there is due the bearer from The Lewisburg Grain 
Elevators, Lewisburg, Ohio, (here the denomination) in labor or the pro- 
ducts of labor on hand at their storehouse, or, at the option of the holder, 
this I. O. U. may be redeemed after five months from date of issue in Uncle 
Sam’s currency at the local bank when presented in sums of even dollars. 

“This trade certificate is a facility of exchange, not money, and is redeem- 
able only until six months from date of issue.’’ 

The 2 5-cent note presents “The Congressional Lincoln.’’ From a daguer- 
rotype by N. H. Shephard. Taken at Springfield, 111., in 1846. 

The 50-cent note presents “The Controversial Lincoln.’’ From a photo- 
graph made by S M. Fassett. Taken at Chicago, 111., in 1858. 

The 7 5-cent note presents “The Candidate Lincoln” From a photograph 
made by Alexander Hesler. Taken at Springfield, 111., in June, 1861. 

The $1 note presents “The President-Elect Lincoln.’’ From a photograph 
made by C. S. Germon Taken at Springfield, 111., not later than January 
26, 1861. 

The $2 50 note presents “The Gettysburg Lincoln.’’ From a photograph 
made by Alexander and James Gardner. Taken at Washington, D. C., No- 
vember 15, 1 8 63. 

The $5 note presents “The Triumphant Lincoln.’’ From a photograph 
made by Alexander Gardner. Taken at Washington, D. C., on April 9, 1865. 


Two Useful Tools for the Die Specialist 

By CHARLES W. FOSTER. 

To the numismatist studying die varieties, a good source of light is an 
asset that he cannot afford to be without. The problem of securing light 
to properly shows a coin under the magnifying glass has always been a 
nuisance and an irritation to the examiner, though it is one of those little 
problems that is seldom considered except when he wants to look at a coin, 
particularly at night, when most studying is done. There is either not 
enough light or it is too bright; the light does not strike the coin at the right 
angle or your head is in the way, and many more little difficulties. 

To remedy these difficulties and make it possible to look at coins longer 
with less strain on the eyes the writer secured from a shop an old radio 
cabinet or box, one of those cases that housed the early one and two tube 
radios on the market about eight or nine years ago. Into one end of the 
cabinet a porcelain stand-up socket was mounted and a hole drilled for the 
wire to pass through, and another hole for a small snap switch like that 
used on modern electric radios. A piece of opaque photographer’s glass was 
fitted in place of the old panel or front of the radio. A 50 or 60 watt bulb 
is used in the socket. To the socket was attached an ordinary fixture wire 
with a plug on one end and the switch was connected in the wiring so that 
the lamp might be turned on or off without removing the plug from the 
baseboard connection. 

This provided a small portable light that could be set anywhere handy on 
the desk or table near the favorite arm chair. The opaque glass provides an 
even light, which is strong enough to properly illuminate the coins and yet 
not bright enough to cause them to reflect the light in the observer’s eyes. 
The arrangement is compact and handy, and many uses will be found for it 
around the collector’s den, where good light is necessary. It is inexpensive, 
too, and anyone handy with a few tools can get what he needs to make it 
for a few cents. The glass is obtained in a hardware store; frosted glass is 
cheaper than that used here and it may serve the purpose just as well. 
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The second tool is simpler and just as useful. For years collectors have 
used the edge of a piece of paper for a straight edge to determine the posi- 
tion of a berry over a letter, or the point of the curl over the date, etc. The 
main disadvantage here is that part of the coin must be covered up and a 
complete picture is impossible. 

A simple, inexpensive straight edge is made by stretching a piece of fine 
copper wire (about No. 30) in place of the saw blade on one of those small 
hand scroll saws that may be bought in any hardware store for a dime or 
a quarter. Care should be used with the fine wire as it breaks easily. 

This provides a small straight line under a magnifying glass that may be 
moved at will without changing your position or the position of the glass. 
It has another feature, inasmuch as the shadow of the wire may be used 
as the line and widened a little if necessary by varying the wire’s distance 
from the light. 

Anyone taking the time and trouble to assemble these two tools will cer- 
tarinly find them worth while after he has used them for a short time. 


Inscribed Soap Money of Mexico

The March issue of The Numismatist contained a very interesting article 
concerning soap money of Mexico, and in a footnote by Mr. Zerbe a question 
is raised as to whether inscribed soap money exists, and it may interest col- 
lectors to see a picture of such. 

This piece of soap money came from one of our veteran Pittsburgh col- 
lectors, Mr. Shinkle, who will be remembered for his list of coin values and 
his wonderful collection of United States pattern cents. I can remember 
visiting Mr. Shinkle’s stationery store when I was about ten years old and 
seeing many of his gems, but one day he brought out two pieces of soap, 
about three inches long and one and one-half inches wide, and told me, as I 
recall it, that they had been brought from Mexico by his grandfather and 
that they were used for money.

After seeing this soap money I never missed an opportunity to call at 
his store and make some excuse to see him personally, and he, in turn, was 
not very long in discovering that my interest was not in his pattern cents 
but in his soap money, and finally one day he was kind enough to give me 
one of his specimens. 

This piece of soap was of a greenish color when I got it, but in the twenty- 
five years that have elapsed it has changed or bleached to almost yellow, 
and some time ago it became apparent that it was drying out to such an 
extent that it would eventually crack and crumble to pieces, so that I was 
obliged to give it a coat of shellac to preserve it. 

The inscription on this piece, as near as I can make it out, is “RAFAEL 
DE VEGA’D” around the outer edge, and in the center, in a circle, 

This agrees very closely with the information contained in Mr. Zerbe’s arti- 
cle in that he states that if cake or soap was worth about one and one-half 
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cents apiece, eight of the pieces would be twelve and one-half cents, sixteen 
a quarter of a dollar, making sixty-four for a dollar; then one-eighth real 
would be exactly one-sixty-fourth of a Mexican dollar.

Further, think of words, such as mazuma, 
jitney, jack, bucks, iron man, smacker, simoleon, pieces-of-eight, two bits 
and so on. 

Altogether, I think Mr. Webster owes numismatics something tor the 
way in which it has helped to build up the dictionary.

FRAN( K TO NET l»ROFlT FROM NEW NIC KEL ( OIN ISSUE. 

A press dispatch from Paris says that the French Parliament has authoi- 
ized striking of 200,000 five franc pieces made of pure nickel instead ot 
silver and thereby nets a neat profit of 900,000,000 francs for the Govern- 
ment by an interesting bit of financial jugglery. 

When Poincare saved and stabilized the franc in 19 26 it was arranged 
that two-thirds of the profits from the minting of coins should go to the 
Sinking Office established to retire as much as possible of the enormous 
public deft left since the war. But the 1926 agreement referred only to the 
profit from the minting of silver coins; nickel and other coins were not men- 
tioned. By issuing nickel instead of silver coinage the Government gets 
the whole profit instead of only one-third; the Sinking Fund gets nothing. 

It is computed that the issue will require 2,400 metric tons of metal. The 
business will probably go wholly to French interests, in particular to the 
Caledo-Nickel Company, with refineries at the Havre and in Belgium. At 
present rates, the value of nickel required for the new French coinage is 
$2,000,000, and it will take the French mint two years to complete the issue. 


JAPAN PLANS NICKEIi ( GINS. 

A press dispatch from Tokyo on March 27 says that at the request of the 
War Office, the Japanese Parliament soon will pass a bill changing the con- 
tent of the empire’s small coinage from 20% nickel and 80% copper to ap- 
proximately 100% nickel. The change is designed to build up reserves of 
nickel which would be valuable for casings of rifle and machine gun bullets 
in war.

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The Fractional Currency of the United States 

By BENJ. G. LOWENSTAM, Roxbury, Mass. 

Every collector of Fractional Currency must have wondered, occasionally, 
at the apparent inexhaustible supply of these interesting little notes and 
tried to estimate the amount still outstanding. In this article I have at- 
tempted to supply this information. 

Up to the time of the Columbian Exposition, forty years ago, the Treasury 
Department kept a record of each denomination and of each issue of these 
notes as it would come into the Treasury for redemption. Since then this 
practice has been done away with, and this record is kept only by denomina- 
tions. Still, the amount of these notes has changed comparatively little 
since that time, for the Treasury reports show that the total amount re- 
deemed in these forty years is slightly more than $69,160 worth. 

In order to get at the amount outstanding of each individual denomination 
and issue, as shown in these tables, we have used the last detailed report 
of the Treasury Department, corrected it up to date, and obtained our results 
in the following manner; 

The total issue of these notes amounted to $368,724,000. 

Amount of unredeemed notes, at this time, is over $15,239,000 

Amount destroyed, as estimated by the Treasury, is $13,250,000 This 
leaves more than $1,989,000 worth still outstanding. 

Assuming that all notes have suffered proportional losses, we have first 
reduced all unredeemed notes to the same proportional fraction, then, based 
on the ages of the various issues and relative scarcity of these notes, have 
proportioned the outstanding figure among the various denominations ac- 
cordingly. 

One interesting fact is brought out through this table, and that is, that 
the Sherman-Grant notes are not essays, but are a short-lived regular issue, 
for they are included in the Treasury’s record of notes issued and outstand- 
ing, which would not be the case with essays and specimens. 

To those interested in forming an idea just how large a quantity of 
1,819,000,000 notes would be, I will say that the original issue would have 
covered about three square miles, while the present quantity of 14,400,000 
notes would cover about three average city blocks. 

AVhile there are plenty of these notes still outstanding, there are no large 
stocks held by any of the dealers of these pieces, and the number of collectors 
of these notes is also not very great, which leads us to the belief that the 
Treasury’s estimate is several times greater than it should be.

THE RETURN OF ALL GOLD TO THE TREASURY. 

On April 5 President Roosevelt issued an order for the return of all gold 
coins over $100 held by individuals to the Federal Reserve System before 
May 1. While it is assumed that those concerned have made themselves 
familiar with the order, we are printing the complete text in order that it 
may become a matter of record in a numismatic publication for future refer- 
ence by those interested. Four exceptions are named in the order of the 
President, which will be of interest to collectors. The text of the order 
follows: 

Forbidding the Hoarding of Gold Uoin, (iold Hiillion and Gold Certificates. 

By virtue of the authority vested in me by Section 5 (B) of the act of 
October 6, 1917, as amended by Section 2 of the act of March 9, 1933, and 
titled “An Act to Provide Relief in the Existing National Emergency in 
Banking, and for Other Purposes,” in which amendatory act Congress de- 
clared that a serious emergency exists, I, Franklin D. Roosevelt, President 
of the United States of America, do declare that said national emergency 
still continues to exist, and pursuant to said section, do hereby prohibit the 
hoarding of gold coin, gold bullion and gold certificates within the Conti- 
nental United States by individuals, partnerships, associations and corpora- 
tions, and hereby prescribe the following regulations for carrying out the 
purposes of this order: 
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Section 1. For the purpose of this regulation, the term “hoarding” means 
the withdrawal and withholding of gold coin, gold bullion or gold certifi- 
cates from the recognized and customary channels of trade. The term “per- 
son” means any individual, partnership, association or corporation. 

Section 2. All persons are hereby required to deliver on or before May 
1, 1933, to a Federal Reserve Bank or a branch or agency thereof or to any 
member bank of the Federal Reserve System all gold coin, gold bullion and 
gold certificates now owned by them or coming into their ownership on or 
before April 28, 1933, except the following: 

(a) Such amounts of gold as may be required for legitimate and custo- 
mary use in industry, profession or art within a reasonable time, including 
gold prior to refining and stocks of gold in reasonable amounts for the usual 
trade requirements of owners mining and refining such gold. 

(b) Gold coins and gold certificates in an amount not exceeding in the 
aggregate $100 belonging to any one person; and gold coins having a recog- 
nized special value to collectors of rare and unusual coins. 

(c) Gold coin and bullion earmarked or held in trust for a recognized 
foreign Government or foreign central bank or the Bank for International 
Settlements. 

(d) Gold coin and bullion licensed for other proper transactions (not in- 
volving hoarding), including gold coin and bullion imported for re-export 
or held pending action on application for export licenses. 

Section 3. Until otherwise ordered, any preson becoming the owner of 
any gold coin, gold bullion, or gold certificates after April 28, 1933, shall, 
within 3 days after receipt thereof, deliver the same in manner prescribed 
in Section 2; unless such gold coin, gold bullion or gold certificates are held 
for any of the purposes specified in paragraphs (A), (B) or (C) of Section 
2; or unless such gold coin or gold bullion is held for purposes specified in 
paragraph (U) .of Section 2, and the person holding it is, with respect to 
such gold coin or bullion, a licensee or applicant for license pending action 
thereon. 

Section 4. Upon receipt of gold coin, gold bullion or gold certificates de- 
livered to it in accordance with Sections 2 or 3, the Federal Reserve Bank or 
member banks will pay therefor an equivalent amount of any other form of 
coin or currency coined or issued under the laws of the United States. 

Section 5. Member banks shall deliver all gold coin, gold bullion and gold 
certificates owned or received by them (other than as exempted under the 
provisions of Section 2) to the Federal Reserve Banks of their respective 
districts and receive credit or payment therefor. 

Section 6. The Secretary of the Treasury, out of the sum made available 
to the President by Section 501 of the Act of March 9, 1933, will in all 
proper cases pay the reasonable costs of transportation of gold coin, gold 
bullion or gold certificates delivered to a member bank or Federal Reserve 
Bank in accordance with Sections 2, 3 or 5 hereof, including the cost of in- 
surance. protection, and such other incidental costs as may be necessary, 
upon production of satisfactory evidence of such costs. 

Voucher forms for this purpose may be procured from Federal Reserve 
Banks 

Section 7. In cases where the delivery of gold coin, gold bullion or gold 
certificates by the owners thereof within the time set forth above will in- 
volve extraordinary hardship or difficulty, the Secretary of the Treasury 
may, in his discretion, extend the time within which such delivery must be 
made. 

Applications for such extensions must be made in writing under oath, ad- 
dressed to the Secretary of the Treasury and filed with a Federal Reserve 
Bank. 

Each application must state the date to which the extension is desired, 
the amount and location of the gold coin, gold bullion and gold certificates 
in respect of which such application is made and the facts showing exten- 
sion to be necessary to avoid extraordinary hardship or difficulty. 

Section 8. The Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to issue such further regulations as he may deem necessary to carry 
out the purposes of this order and to issue licenses thereunder, through such 
officers or agencies as he may designate, including licenses permitting the 
Federal Reserve Banks and member banks of the Federal Reserve System, 
in return for an equivalent amount of other coin, currency or credit, to de- 
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liver, earmark, or hold in trust gold coin and bullion to or for persons 
showing the need for the same for any of the purposes specified in para- 
graphs (A), (C) and (D) of Section 2 of these regulations. 

Section 9. Whoever willfully violates any provision of this executive or- 
der or of these regulations or of any rule, regulation or license issued there- 
under may be fined not more than $10,000, or, if a natural person, may be 
imprisoned for not more than ten years, or both; and any officer, director 
or agent of any corporation who knowingly participates in any such viola- 
tion may be punished by a like fine, imprisonment, or both 

This order and these regulations may be modified or revoked at any time.

PHILIIMHNK NUMISMATIC SOC IETY ISSUES ^lEDAL. 

A medal has recently been struck in Manila ])y the Philippine Numismatic 
and Antiquarian Society commemorating the visit to the Philippines of the 
Duke and Duchess of Brabant in 193 2. The motif of the obverse was taken 
from an old coin of the Duchy of Brabant. 

The reverse is the seal of the Philippine Numismatic and Antiquarian So- 
ciety. This seal is very interesting as it shows in the upper left quarter a 
prehistoric gold coin struck previous to the arrival of the Spaniards. The 
upper right quarter shows the principal feature of the coins issued by the 
Sultans of Sulu in the eighteenth century. The lower left quarter shows 
the Spanish pillar dollar, which circulated extensively in the Philippines 
during the Spanish regime. The lower right represents the Conant currency 



now in use. In a central shield of pretense is the motif on the reverse of 
the one-centavo piece struck by Aguinaldo at Malolos just prior to the fall 
of the Philippine Republic in 1899. Both obverse and reverse were de- 
signed by the vice-president of the Philippine Numismatic Society, Gilbert 
S. Perez, a member of the A. N. A. The dies were cut in the establishment 
of Luis Zamora, at Manila. 

A unique specimen in Philippine gold will be presented the Duke, of 
Brabant. No other copies will be struck in gold. Gopies of the medal in 
silver and bronze will be available to collectors.

The find is particu- 
larly interesting because it is evident the coins were buried in connection 
with the devastation by the Russians on the coast of Roslagen in 1710 or on 
subsequent occasions. The Historic Museum of the Government has not 
owned any such find from the days of Charles XII.

A photograph of a Chilean peso dated 193 2 appears, on page 186, in the 
March number of The Numismatist. The explanatory note that accompanies 
this illustration is, I believe, slightly misleading and should not remain un- 
corrected. We are informed there that the hammer and sickle at the bottom 
of the wreath does not appear on former issues. May I call attention to this 
same hammer and sickle on a five-peso piece dated 19 27, illustrated in The 
Numismatist of February, 19 28, page 101. 

It is also suggested in the March issue that “the hammer and sickle may 
be emblematic of the Socialist government inaugurated in Chile last year.” 
This is not only obviously not the case, but, if recent press reports can be 
relied upon, the new reactionary Socialist government has taken steps to 
have the Communist emblem removed from the nation’s coins. This would 
be a vain gesture in any case, but it seems doubly so here since the prole- 
tarian symbol appears to have been quite innocently incorporated on these 
coins in the first place.

Emperor. Both obverse and reverse of the two-shilling pieces are illus- 
trated, with the reverses of the other denominations. We have become 
accustomed to expect something superior in a new issue of coins for Great 
Britain and her colonies and are seldom disappointed. The latest are hand- 
some coins and the illustrations are from a proof set. 
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SlIiVER TOKEN ISSUED IN MONTANA. 

Silver medallions issued as tokens of membership in the Montana Silver 
Association appeared and were distributed to members April 10 in Helena, 
Mont. The tokens, containing a troy ounce of silver, 999 fine, are of impres- 
sive coin-like design, slightly larger than the U. S. silver dollar. On the 
obverse is a modification of the Montana State seal, engraved on a shield in 
bas-relief, with the inscription, “Oro y Plata” (Gold and silver) in a scroll 
above the shield. On the reverse of the medallion is embossed a typical 
mining scene with mountains in the background, and an initial “M,” sym- 
bolic of the Montana School of Mines, at Butte, showing on the hillside. 
Below is a panel inscribed “Silver, the Key to Prosperity — 1933.” Circling 
the outer edge is the name of the association, with “Helena, Montana” at 
the bottom. The issuing of silver tokens was adopted as a method of financ- 
ing the activities of the organization which will cooperate with similar asso- 
ciations of several Western States in urging silver legislation before Con- 
gress. The initial shipment of these tokens consisted of only 3 00 pieces. 
A specimen will be available for illustration in the June issue of The Numis- 
matist.

The members of the American Numismatic Association who knew the 
nature of his illness were not greatly shocked when news of the death of 
Ludger Gravel, of Montreal, reached them, but they shared with his family 
and the citizens of Montreal the sorrow that had come upon them and the 
great loss they had sustained in his passing. After an illness extending 
over five years, the end came suddenly at his home, 862 Sherbrooke street, 
on April 6. The funeral took place on April 8 from Nortre Dame Church, 
and interment was in Cote des Neiges Cemetery. He is survived by his 
widow, formerly Laura Roy; one son, Pierre; five daughters, Mrs. L. P. 
Boutin, Mrs. F. B. Brunelle, Mrs. Hosmer Blanchard, Mrs. Rene Tessler and 
Mrs. Wilfrid Girard. He is also survived by one brother, Edgar Gravel.

Mr. Gravel was born at St. Raphael, He Bizard, the son of Leon and Ade- 
line (Lauzon) Gravel. He was educated in schools under the direction of 
the Christian Brothers, and in 1 880 entered the service of Thomas Wilson. 
The following year he went to the firm of P. P. Mailloux, where during the 
next 20 years he served in various capacities, ending as director of the firm, 
and on the retirement of the senior partner he started his business on 
Jacques Cartier Square in 1901. In 1918, in partnership with his son, he 
founded the firm of Ludger Gravel & Son, and in the following year the 
Gravel-Drouin Company. 

A number of the business and social connections of Mr. Gravel are men- 
tioned by President Boyer in his monthly letter in this issue, but little of 
the personal side of his life has been included in the press dispatches from 
Montreal announcing his death. In spite of his many business connections 
and the demands upon him in his social and philanthropic activities, he 
found time to draw together a wonderful collection of coins, in which the 
Canadian division held the most prominent place and perhaps his greatest 
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numismatic affection. He was active in the affairs of the Numismatic and 
Antiquarian Society of Montreal, and it was largely through his efforts that 
the noted collection of the late R. W. McLachlan, of that city, was secured 
and placed in the society’s headquarters in the Chateau de Ramezay. 

Mr. Gravel had been a member of the A. N. A. for many years and had 
been regular in his attendance at its conventions since 1909 until his ill 
health prevented. It was at the convention in Montreal in 19 09 that the 
visiting members first met him, when he was chairman of the entertain- 
ment committee. At the second Montreal convention, in 19 23, he again 
served in that capacity. The latter convention especially was almost a con- 
tinuous series of entertainment features, many of which would have been 
impossible if the arrangements had been in the hands of a less influential 
man. He served the A. N. A. as First Vice-President and as a member of 
the Board of Governors a few years ago. 

If Mr. Gravel had one characteristic that stood out more prominently 
than any other it was his good-fellowship and his love for his fellow-man. 
The best estimate of a man is that placed upon him by his fellow-citizens, 
and the esteem in which Mr. Gravel was held by his neighbors was apparent 
to those who attended the 19 23 convention. It was learned unofficially that 
he was easily Montreal’s leading citizen, and that he had on more than one 
occasion declined to accept the office of Mayor and other important city 
offices. True, he had served his city in many ways in lesser positions, but 
he did not need to .have a box of ballots counted to prove to him that he 
was held in the highest esteem by his fellow-citizens. 

If proof of this were needed we might cite a single incident in connection 
with his funeral. After his death 216 fioral tributes were sent to his home, 
which required sixteen automobiles to convey them to the cemetery. A 
reproduction of a photograph of the funeral cortege appeared in the Montreal 
Standard, and more than a column of names were published in the same 
paper of those present at the funeral, comprising representatives of the 
Federal Government, the city of Montreal, members of the legal and medical 
professions and associations with which he was connected. 

Among the floral tributes was one from the A. N. A., and First Vice-Presi- 
dent L. A. Renaud, Victor Morin, P. O. Tremblay and C. E. Belanger at- 
tended the funeral as representatives of the A. N. A. 

Writing from Montreal on April 10, Mr. Renaud said: “Mr. GravePs fine 
collection of coins will be kept by his son. His Canadian collection is one 
of the most complete in the world.’’ 


SIR EDWARD RIG(i. 

Sir Edward Rigg, superintendent of the operative department of the 
Royal Mint, London, from 1898 to 1918, died on April 15, aged 83 years. 
His ideas revolutionized the making of money in Great Britain. He served 
at the Royal Mint for nearly half a century. Many improvements in the 
manufacture of coins were largely due to him. He was born at Chester on 
March 14, 1850. At Queen’s College, Oxford, he was a natural science 
scholar and won honors in mathematics and natural science. On leaving 
the university he entered the service of the Royal Mint as an assistant 
assayer.

This went up at auction and alone brought $13. This collector called on 
me in Paris and wondered why this coin alone brought enough money for 
more than four years’ dues. The reason was its “condition”; it was a dandy 
coin. 

Ludg(*r (iravel. 

The New York Times of April 7th said: “Ludger Gravel, 69, Dead in Mon- 
treal — Philanthropist Was Noted as a Collector of Canadiana and of Rare 
Coins — Head of Paint Concern — Was an Official of Numismatic and Anti- 
quarian Society — Led in Civic Activities.” 

“Montreal, April 6 (Canadian Press). — An outstanding philanthropist 
and merchant, Ludger Gravel, president of a firm which bears his name, 
died here today at the age of 69. Mr. Gravel was one of the best-known 
figures in French-speaking circles in Montreal. Noted as a collector of 
Canadiana, Mr. Gravel’s coin collection was also one of the finest on the 
continent. He was vice-president of the Numismatic and Antiquarian So- 
ciety and a life member of the American Numismatic Society, New York. 
Mr. Gravel was a former president of the Montreal Chamber of Commerce 
and a paint manufacturer. 

“Mr. Gravel was head of Ludger Gravel & Fils, dealers in paint, varnish, 
blacksmith supplies and automobile accessories, and carriage makers; also 
president of Cie Gravel-Drouin, Ltd., manufacturers of ornamental and 
architectural iron. His civic activities were many. He was president of 
the Assistance Publique of Montreal, of the Carrosserie de la Province de 
Quebec, a governor of the Jeanne d’Arc, St. Justine and other hospitals In 
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1891 he married Miss Laura Roy, daughter of Alfred Roy. They had a son 
and five daughters.” 


“The Grievance 

At the Chicago Coin Club I brought up the subject of the Dealers’ Credit 
Information Exchange. Many collectors spoke. All agreed this would pro- 
tect the dealers. Dr. Rackus said he would be “the first to go on the black 
list.” Henri Ripstra made a good suggestion. Sez Henri, ‘Tf the dealers 
would be perfect and proper, the idea would be fine; but one or two of these 
are not so hot themselves; some overdescribe, some underdescribe, but most 
of these are dead. What we should have is an A. N. A. Grievance Com- 
mittee.” 

The meeting broke up and the chatter seemed to be that the “Grievance- 
Committee” would be the thing that the A. N. A. needed. I agree with 
them. This committee could act for dealers and collectors. 

Air your views on this in the “Voice of the Collector,” but do it tonight 
and shoot it in, because the convention is not far away and I would like to 
see many opinions in print. 

Horace Grant, of Provi(U*iice, K. I., Speaks. 

I am also a philatelist and I wonder if you have ever compared the dif- 
ference in the interest shown in stamp collecting and that of coin collecting 
and can explain why there are so few coin collectors compared with the 
number of stamp collectors throughout the United States. 

Can you tell me what is being done to stimulate the interest in coin col- 
lecting? Do you realize we have but one monthly publication. The Numis- 
matist, devoted to this hobby, and that the philatelists support at least four 
weekly publications, and each of these publications is increasing its sub- 
scription list weekly? Do you realize that one hundred thousand new stamp 
collectors have entered the field since January 1, 193 2. Have we gained one 
hundred new coin collectors during that period? Do you realize that every 
large newspaper in the country is carrying from two to four columns weekly 
on stamps and it is very seldom that even an inch of numismatic news ap- 
pears in the daily papers? Who is doing anything to awaken interest in 
the numismatic world? There are a great many men who have devoted 
years of study to different U. S. stamps and have given us books at a nomi- 
nal price, showing varieties, plating, etc., which are a ready reference and 
guide. This, in itself, not only keeps up the interest, but attracts new col- 
lectors. Another thing which has stimulated interest in stamps is the wil- 
lingness of the advanced collector to travel from club to club and show their 
specialized collections. In our Rhode Island Club, which, by the way, is the 
second club to organize in the U. S. (your Chicago Club, I believe, was the 
first) we have an outside exhibitor every month, from either Boston, Wat- 
erbury, Hartford, Springfield, New York or other city. At our last meeting 
the president of the New York Collectors’ Club came here at his own expense 
and showed his interesting collection of the twentieth century United States 
stamps. The entertaining of the juniors twice a year by our club is another 
spoke in the wheel that keeps it moving. 

One other thing I would like to get off my chest. For years I have seen 
page after page in The Numismatist giving accounts of numismatic meetings. 
In the last three issues about thirty pages were used to tell its readers that 
the “Pine Tree Numismatic Society” of Beantown, Mass., held its monthly 
meeting with the following members present: Brother Mass. Cent, Mr. Con- 
tinental Currency, Mr. Broken Bank Bill. Brother Stella had met with an 
accident and was unable to attend. Brother Half Cent exhibited a fine col- 
lection of Indian wampum. The secretary presented the following names for 
membership, etc. — in fact, thirty-five pages of valuable space, that has no 
interest to any numismatist and simply gratified the vanity of a few collect- 
ors who like to see their name in print. To the clubs who insist upon seeing 
their officers’ and members’ names in print, I would suggest that when my 
friend Duffield receives these reports a special slip be printed and enough 
mailed to the different clubs to satisfy their vanity. I do not know what 
the actual cost to the society is for the twelve pages used monthly for this 
purpose, plus postage, but it must be quite a large annual sum. Why not 
devote these same pages to reproducing Crosby’s or Doughty’s works on 
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large cents, or give to the subscribers something that will be of help to them 
and stimulate the interest of our hobby.” 



INTERVIKW WITH KING (iAMHHINUS. 

His Majcvsty Discusses New Issue of* Diciiiid Money. 


Milwaukee, April 7, (N. P.) Good old King Gambrinus, who for fourteen 
years has been exiled from the United States, was again crowned monarch 
of the Beer Realm at 12.01 A. M. on April 7, 1933, simultaneously in all 
the cities and hamlets of the country. Yesterday he was interviewed by a 
representative of the Numismatic Press, who found him enthroned in all his 
glory in an old-time bar in his capital city of Milwaukee, surrounded by 
scores of beautiful barmaids, while the royal guard stood around in groups 
singing the national anthem, “Sweet Adeline.” 

The N. P. scribe was invited to sit at the right of the throne, and imme- 
diately a large stein of foaming ambrosia was placed in front of him, while 
the King slapped him on the back and said: “Prosit.” “Gesundheit,” re- 
plied the scribe, reaching for the pretzels, and the interview was on. “You 
know,” said King Gambrinus, “now that I am back again and have all my 
royal prerogatives, my first thought has turned to money. You remember 
my earlier issues, of course, beer checks they were called, usually reading 
‘Good for 1 Beer’ and bearing the address of one of my loyal subjects who 
had secured the privilege of dispensing our royal nectar. Well, that was 
liquid money, and some of you numismatists have honored me by keeping 
alive my memory while I was away, exhibiting my old money to thirsty 
friends. And now my mint will open again and you can tell your friends 
that I am going to be on a golden-amber standard with a present ratio of 
3.2 per cent. Who knows, as I ride the crest of the wave I may even in- 
crease the ratio.” 

Here the steins were again filled and the King fell to reminiscing. 

“I have always been particularly fond of numismatists, and do you know 
why?” The N. P. scribe didn’t know, and so his Majesty told him that he 
was related to the Counts of Schlitz, who in 15 25 first minted the Joachims- 
thalers in Bohemia.” “And.” broke in the scribe, “from the word thaler 
gradually evolved our word dollar.” “Correct,” said the King, “and I named 
my famous Schlitz Brew after them.” 

“Your Majesty, that will make a big scoop for our paper,” said the N. P. 
S. “You don’t mind if I run along?” 

But jolly King Gambrinus, with his old Flemish hospitality, insisted on a 
scoop apiece for both of them first, and not until every drop had been drained 
was the N. P. S. able to get his exclusive interview to the waiting press. 
Ach du lieber, watch your change for some of the King’s new money, mint 
marked with a small keg and a pretzel.

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Mr. L. A. Lawrence, P.S.A., showed a series of antoniniani of Gallienus. 

Mr. H. P. Hall showed four first brass of Gallienus, one of them with 
traces of silvering. 

Mr. William Gilbert exhibited an aureus of Didia Clara (Cohen 2) and 
another of Julia Domna (Cohen 193). 

Mr. Henry Garside showed a set of coins of Danzig, 1932, five and two 
gulden, silver; gulden and half gulden in nickel and 10 and 5 pfennig, 
bronze. 

Mr. F. S. Salisbury read a paper entitled “Some Reverse Types of Gal- 
lienus/’ 

During the sole principate of Gallienus the Roman mint struck first in six 
workshops with Latin officinal marks, and later in twelve with Greek letter 
marks. It was shown that there was a radical change of types between the 
two periods, many that indicated prosperity, such as Annona, Liberalitas, 
and Laetitia, being dropped. Special attributions of Securitas and Victoria 
to the State, the Orbis, and Augustus, were replaced by the epithet Aeterna. 
While many of the attributes of Augustus ceased to be struck, especially 
Genius Aug., an Aeternitas Aug. type was introduced. The meaning of the 
changes was discussed and the view favored that they represented a de- 
liberate turning away from present and temporary failures to the eternal 
fortune of Rome. Emphasis was laid on the fact that these reverse types 
represent divinities conceived of as real personalities, and on the importance 
of the great mass of contemporary Christian literature as a source of evi- 
dence. Finally the series of Di Conservatores was described, attention being 
called to the predominant importance of Diana; the precedence of the Pala- 
tine Apollo over Jupiter, who was perhaps only represented in this series 
by this Cretan type of the goat; the monopoly of Juno, the married god- 
dess, by Salonina, whereas Gallienus alone struck Diana types; and the 
probable Mithraic allusion in the bull reverse of Sol. The whole series was 
regarded as a mass appeal to Olympus, the key to its spirit being given by 
the centaur reverses of Apollo, in which the god is summoned as Paeon, the 
Healer, with Cheiron, the tutor of Apollo’s son, Aesculapius, to come to the 
aid of a sick world.

Boyden, Mrs. Marx, Miss Sable, Mrs. Case, Mrs. Anderson, Mrs. Guttag and 
Dr. Brown. 

The topic for the evening was “Women in Numismatics,’’ and a special 
Ladies’ Night meeting. 

Mrs. S. A. Brown exhibited an extraordinary collection of British war 
medals and decorations and spoke extemporaneously on the following medals 
and decorations: 

“The Campaign in Crimea, 1 854-56. In this campaign the English, 
French, Turks and Sardinians fought as allies against the Russian Bear. 
The campaign was begun in Bulgaria and the Turkish medal for Silistria, 
1854, Danube Medal (Turkish General Service medal), 1855, and the De- 
fense of Kars (fought later in 18 5 6 in Asia Minor) were issued. Later, 
when the operations were transferred to Crimea, the Turkish awarded the 
Medal for Bravery (pink ribbon), and the fiag to the front shows under what 
contingent the recipient fought. The Sardinians awarded their medal, 
which is quite rare (in group and alone blue ribbon), while the Russians 
awarded, among others, two medals, for Sebastopol and one for the cam- 
paign. 

“Three Crimean English medals in the upper left corner are of the great- 
est interest. The first two were awarded to the Seventeenth Lancers ‘die or 
glory boys,’ who were in the famous Charge of the Light Brigade. The 
First and Fifth Heavy Dragons were in the not-so-well-known Heavy Brigade 
Charge preceding the Light Brigade at Balaklava. 

“The bar Azoff shows the campaign in the Sea of Azoff and Baltic (no bar 
shows the naval operations in the North Sea at that time under Napier). 

“The gold medal is a civic award for Arctic discoveries in 185 5. 

“Many medals were issued without bars, so that much confusion exists 
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and the recipients had to have the name and regiment engraved at their own 
expense. Non-combatants received medals without bars. 

“The Boer War, 1889-1902, is represented in the collection by the follow- 
ing interesting medals: 

“The Queen’s medal, with the 24 bars (or clasps); the King’s medal, with 
two bars; the Transport medal, with 1 clasp; Lord Kimberley’s Star; Queen 
Alexandra’s Imperial Nursing Service medals and Meritorious Service medal; 
Territorial Force Efficiency medal and Long Service and Good Conduct 
medal to the Royal Naval Reserve. 

“Several groups showing the service before the Boer War or following it. 
Group of two, the Indian General Service medal, 189 5, with bar for Chitral, 
and the Queen’s medal. Group of three Naval Brigade, H. M. S. Monarch. 
Group of four, medal for the Sudan (English), the Khedive’s Sudan (bar 
Khartum) and the Queen’s and King’s medal for the Boer War. Group of 
two with the Southern Africa General Service medal, with bar Somalliland, 
1902-04, and Queen’s medal. The rare medals in this group are those carry- 
ing the bars Defence and Relief of Mafeking, while certain regiments carry- 
ing battle honors of the flag are carefully held by the regiments themselves. 

“Dr. Brown and I have made the collection with two distinct interests: 
A, the complete series of bars issued for each campaign, and B, the medals 
of the men whose regiment was cited in the orders. This has given the col- 
lection the added value to us. 

“Egyptian Campaign (three trays), 1882-1900. This series, with its 
‘romantic’ use of colors in the ribbons, tells a long tale of devotion and hard- 
ship for the Army and Navy. The medals of 1882 and 1884-85-89 show that 
the campaign was fought along the Blue and White Nile (vertical stripes of 
blue and white), while the later campaign is illustrated by a blue stripe 
through the ‘yellow sands of the desert’ (Khedive’s medal), and the English 
have the ‘yellow sands and the Black Sudanese,’ while a ‘thin red line’ of 
English ran between. 

“Fourteen bars were issued to the Queen’s medal for the campaigns under 
General Wolseley. After that period the Dervish Empire ruled in the 
Sudan. 

“Among the collection for this time, General Gordon’s Star is the most 
impressive, in spite of ‘the roughness of the work and the poor metal used.’ 
The Khedive, to show his gratitude to the English troops, issued a clumsy 
star, which sadly marred the other medals (when worn on the tunic). 
When Kitchener took command the bar Khartum, the Atabara, are of great 
interest (especially those awarded to the Cameron Highlanders at Khar- 
tum), as well as those of the Twenty-first Lancers (known as the maiden 
charge under Captain Martin). 

“The Sultan was most generous in awarding the Order of the Medjidie 
and the Order of the Osmanich, and others that I have not been able to get. 
An interesting bar (gold) was awarded to those who marched with General 
Marchand to Fashado and, like the King of France of our nursery fame, 
‘marched down again.’ It was here that Kitchener and Marchand met and 
parted friends to meet again during the Great War as allies. This bar was 
awarded to the French Medaille Coloniale medal. 

“In the collection are the following groups: Group of four, the English 
Sudan, the King’s medal for the Great War and the Mons Star (1914); 
group of three, the Boer War medals and the English Sudan; group of two, 
the Khedive medal (Sudan) and the Indian General Service with bar. Relief 
of Chitral, 1895. Many of these later campaign medals were awarded to the 
Egyptian Army, which by this time had become a splendid fighting machine. 
Kitchener gave the honor to his Sudanese (Eleventh) to march in front 
when he entered the City of Khartum.’’

Present 
as guests, Messrs. John S. Barrowes, of the Boston Transcript; Ralph W. 
Howard, of the faculty of the Fitchburg (Mass.) High School; Louis Felix 
Ranlett of the Boston Public Library; Howard Corning, secretary of the 
Essex Institute, Salem, Mass., and Bernard L. Paine of Braintree, Mass. 

The president then turned the meeting over to Mr. Carleton S. Gifford, 
who read a very carefully prepared and interesting paper on “Medals of the 
United States Navy and Marine Corps.” 

Mr. Gifford told how in his long experience of collecting war medals and 
decorations he had always desired to have, and finally succeeding in procur- 
ing, an officially issued specimen set of the medals of the Navy and Marine 
Corps, some of which it is almost impossible to secure through channels 
ordinarily open to collectors. It would appear that to date Mr. Gifford is 
the only civilian allowed to have these by authority of the Navy Department, 
although specimen issues to historical, military and numismatic societies 
are not uncommon. In this connection it is interesting to note that the 
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Navy Department required each Navy medal to be engraved at source, “For 
exhibition purposes only,” while the Marine Corps required the word “Spec- 
imen” to appear on all medals under its control. 

Mr. Gifford spoke at length of the Medal of Honor, telling of its origin 
and early history in Civil War days, how the rules of award were gradually 
evolved and the changes in design of the medal up to the present time. 

He then took up the Distinguished Service Medal, the Navy Cross and 
the Distinguished Flying Cross, all of which are intimately linked with 
special services rendered the country during the Great War. A curious 
point arises, Mr. Gifford pointed out, in the spelling of the word valor, which 
on the Navy Medal of Honor is spelled VALOUR in contrast to the spelling 
VALOR on the Army Medal of Honor. 

Mr. Gifford then spoke briefly of the events leading to the issue of the 
various Navy and Marine Corps campaign medals and Anally outlined the 
conditions surrounding the issuance of the Victory Medal of the United 
States. At the close of his talk Mr. Gifford exhibited the following: 

Navy medals: Medal of Honor (old style). Medal of Honor (new style), 
Navy Cross, Distinguished Flying Cross, Civil War Medal, Dewey Medal, 
Sampson Medal. China Medal, Philippine Campaign Medal, Cuban Pacifica- 
tion Medal, Yangtze Service Medal, Nicaraguan Campaign Medal, Second 
Nicaraguan Campaign Medal, Mexican Campaign Medal, Haitian Campaign 
Medal, 1915, Haitian Campaign Medal, 1919-1920, Dominican Campaign 
Medal, Good Conduct Medal, Victory Medal. 

Mr. Gifford was disappointed in not having been able to show the Navy 
Distinguished Service Medal, the Spanish Campaign Medal and the Specially 
Meritorious Service Medal, as these specimens had not been received by him. 

He also exhibited the following Marine Corps medals, which are said to 
be all the issues of that Service: 

Civil War Campaign Medal, Spanish Campaign Medal, Philippine Cam- 
paign Medal, China Campaign Medal, Cuban Pacification Medal, Nicaraguan 
Campaign Medal (1912), Mexican Service Medal, Haitian Campaign Medal 
(1915), Haitian Campaign Bar (1919-1920), Dominican Campaign Medal, 
Victory Medal, Second Nicaraguan Campaign Medal, Yangtze Service Medal, 
Expeditionary Medal, Good Conduct Medal. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Gifford’s talk all present expressed their great 
appreciation and a vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Gifford for the time 
and thought he had devoted to the preparation of his paper.

THE STATE BANK OF MICHIGAN, 

Detroit, Michigan. 

The State Bank of Michigan was the first Bank established under 
the General Banking Law of Michigan, adopted by the Legislature 
in 1857, and ratified by the people of the State in November, 1858. 
Myron H. Clark, of Canandaigua, New York ex-Governor; Lorenzo 
E. Clark, of Albany; Theodore P. Hall, of Binghamton, and Fred- 
erick F. and Samuel C. Thompson, of New York, were the Incorpo- 
rators of this Banking Institution. Each one subscribed for one 
hundred shares of stock. 

The Bank commenced business January 10th, 1859, with Lorenzo 
E. Clark as the first President, and Theodore P. Hull, as Cashier. 
It was followed by The First National Bank of Detroit (Charter No. 
97) in 1863. 

11.00, $2.00, $3.00 and $5.00 Notes were issued by The State 
Bank, engraved and printed by The American Bank Note Company. 
A special protection was used, known as “Lyman’s Protection,” 
which consisted in a line dividing a portion of the note according 
to the denomination, thus: 

One Dollar — one third the length of the paper. 

Two Dollars — one half the length of the paper. 

Tliree Dollars — two thirds the length of the paper. 

Five Dollars — three fourths the length of the paper. 

All of the signed Notes of the State Bank of Mich., were evidently 
redeemed and destroyed, so that as far as I know from various 
sources of information there are no signed Notes of this Bank in 
existence now. The notes are elegant and among the finest speci- 
mens of the artistic work by The American Bank Note Company of 
the Period.
